CANTON’S FLOATING SLUMS, 


Poor of That Great Chinese City Live 
on Boats. 


Stand beside the imperial custom 
house in Canton, China, and let the 
‘eye range down thé river toward Hong 

ong. As far as the sight can reach 
lie. boats, boats and again boats, 
writes a correspondent. These are no 
ordinary craft, mere vessels of trans- 
port plying hither and thither, but 
the countless homes of myriad Chi- 
nese, in which millions have been 
born, have lived and died. They are 
the dwellings of the very poor, ‘whc 
live in them practically free from 
rent, taxes nnd the other burdens 01 
the ordinary citizen, 

The tankia (which means boas 
dwellers), as the. denizens of thes 
floating houses are called, form a soxt 
of caste apart from the rest of the 
Cantonese. The shore dwellets regard 
them.as belonging to a lower social 
order, und indeed they have many 
customs peculiar to themselves which 
mark them as a separate community. 

How the swarming masses of them 
contrive to support existence is 4 
mystery, but their chief mode of em- 
ployment is in carrying merchandise 
and passengers from place to place. 
In some cases the daughters of the 
family go ashore to work in factories, 
as av the girls of other countries; bul 
the year’s earnings of a Chinese fac- 
tory girl would seare suffice to buy a 
single hat for her western sister. 

Of course as against this low rate 
of pay the standard of living is cor- 
respondingly different.
